interference on radios at Grande 
Prairie has been most annoying for 
a long time and at present is abso- 
lutely unbearatle. In fact for those 
anxious to get the lust word on the 
war situation the radio at times isn't 
worth a dime. 

A check-up by The lieraid-Tribune 
revealed the fact that no one really 
knows definitely what is the cause 
of the infernal noises, which range 
from a steady hum to noises that 
threaten to wreck the machine. The 
complaints are general throughout 
the town. 

The question is: What is to be done 
about it? 

The government collects two 
dollars for battery sets and two 
dollars and a half for electric ones. 
So far as the people of Grande 
Prairie are concerned, they get no 
protection for the money ee 

It is understood that ere is no 
law forcing anyone to put on con- 
densers. 

Radio has become part of our 
business and social life and should be 
governed by well-defined laws. That 
being the case, manufacturers of 
electric machines that cause radio 
interference should be _ forced to 
equip these machines with the nec- 
essary suppressors to eliminate radio 
interference. 

Assuming that such a law cannot 
be made retroactive, the elimination 
of the present disturbances depends 
on cooperation of people in general. 

Canadian Utilities Limited, which 
company is necessarily vitally inter- 
ested in radio, is willing to do all in 
its power to eliminate local dis- 
turbances and will sell the necessary 
suppressors at cost. 

n the opinion of The Herald- 
Tribune what is needed, as a first 
step to doing something constructive, 
is to call a public meeting at which 
can be discussed the whole question 

This paper feels that such a meet- 
ing would result in a cooperative 
Movemeut by which a great deal of 
the aggravating disturbances can be 
eliminated.

brotherly love. It was an ideai they 
lived up to; a sort of a motto they 
followed, with no exceptions what- 


ever, 

These simple-living people—looked 
upon by some as being also simple- 
minded—accepted the Scriptures as 
God's word, and Christ's teachings as 
something to be lived out literally. 
They actually believed Christ meant 
what He says. 

Indians were treated not like ani- 
mals but as brother-men to whom 
the golden rule applied. They were 
not to be shooed back, frightened 
killed to make room for themselves, 
but kindly and lovingly treated. 

Whatever might befall themselves, 
they would live out the teachings of 
Christ. They would poscess no 
Weapons for defense. They would 
place no barricade about themselves: 
no blockhouses would they have. 

The kind of protection they sought 
ant had was unseen yet most real. 
The effectiveness of their protection 
surpassed all other forms of defense.

kindness and love, their harvest of 


the same was bounteous. It is an 
historical item how an old Indian 
strode down the street of Phila- 


delphia and occasionally cricd out in 
good English: “Welcome!

Welcome!” 

Whiie other Christian worshippers 
carried firearms with them to church 
ior protection, never the Quakers. 

Assembled in their yearly confer- 
ence, known then, as yet, as “vearly 
meeting,” they were in the inidst of 
their devotions, heads bowed and in 
silence, when the underbrush all 
about the building suddenly swarmed 
with crouched forms sneaking upon 
them. They in at the win- 
dows and then silently dispersed. 
The doork r, overtaking them, 
asked why ey didn't take scaips, 
as they intended. They replied that 
when they saw that those people had 
no guns they knew who they wee. 
They arc Manitou people—they hurt 
nobody. 

What weapons could have pro- 
tected them like \hat? ‘ 

Notwithstanding the amazing re- 
sults obtained by these peuple by 
their peace principles, another reli- 
gious body, who themselves had fled 
to the New World to escape religious 
persecution, looked upon the Quakers 
with alarm and pronounced their 
doctrines as diabolical in the ex- 
treme. And on the Boston commons 


in 1659 they hanged Mary Dyer, 
Wm. Robinson and Marmaduke 
Stephenson, all preachers of this 


strange religious faith—Quakerism. 

But these pious people, who were 
sure they were doing the will of God 
by killing the Quakers, suffered 
much loss of life at the hand of the 
Indians, as did all other colonies ex- 
cept the Quakers. 

Reprisals and counter - reprisals 
formed an ever-increasing pile of 
fuel that fed the flames of hatred 
which consumed thousands upon 
thousands of lives on both sides. 

Now turn our eyes to our present 
mortal struggle. “What else can we 
do!” exclaimed a naturalized Ger- 
man_ Indeed what else! For years 
the fagots have been gathering—now 
they are kindled and men are con- 
sumed. 

Just as the gun-carrying wor- 
shippers in colonial days had to leap 
to their defense when attacked by 
the savages or be completely wiped 
cut, so new we see no _ possible 
alternative but to rush to the de- 
fense of our ideals and honor, 

We have sinned and come snort of 
the national glory that democratic 
ideals justify mena in expecting. 
Surely none is so stupid as to claim 
we have been perfect. Now it is too 
late to avert the disaster. The sins 
are visited upon us. 

One asked: “So you think Britain 
is to blame?” 

If Britain has mistreated Germany 
I can’t see it. Nor can I see the 
slightest justification for Hitler's 
banditry. 

The wrongs I have in mind are 
inherent, but with an international 
influence. Need they be recounted? 
Privation in the midst of abundance. 
Idleness with oceans of work to do 
which at the same time would add 
to the nation’s assets. Vast open 
fertile regions, and yet with no room 
for others. Abs ties and incon- 
sistencies abound—and no mistake 
in my mind, these wrongs are being 
visited upon us. 

The rod has fallen, and like good 
sports we can only make the best of 
it. And that BEST is to rectify our 
wrongs; jettison our greed; lay aside 
our inordinate love of ease and 
Pleasure and shoulder constructive 
work and effective service. Make it 
all an adventure. Let the sociables 
be — knitting bees, sewing 
The crisis of the Empire de- 
mands it, and dutiful children will 
respond to it. Cease the wrong and 
do the right, and Great Jehovah will 
win our fight. 

And I see another evil threatening 
to arise—-the intolerable evil of re 
prisals visited needlessly upon inno- 
cent civilians. 

Thou statesman at Ottawa who 
suggests a wholesale reprisal against 
the Japs in our country—load them 
all up and send them to Japan—they 
who have no more to do with what 
Japan soldiers do than you and I— 
beware! Thou knowest not the spirit 
that prompts such a proposal. 

And ye heads of the army who 
veiledly suggest that if yon world- 
bandit turns loose on your civilians 
reprisals of the kind would follow 
and he would have himself to blame 
-——beware! Such a course would 
give a lie to the honor we claim for 
democracy—it would add a degree 
of repudiation to the teachings of the 
Muster whom we profess to worship 
—-it would add fuel to the infernal 
flames. 

May we be saved from copying the 
insanity and the inhumanity of the 
madmen we have set forth to oppose.

When It Paid to Stack 


To stack or not to stack—that was 
the question. The custom outfit had 
moved away, leaving 45 acres of oat 
bundles rather too tough to thresh 
just then. If all went well the outfit 
might be back in ten days, which 
would have meant about September 
26. By the twenty-first the stooks 
were in fine condituon for either 
stacking or threshing. If the weather 
held, aggregate costs would be ten or 
fifteen dollars less by stook thresh- 
ing than by stack threshing, with 
the double handling thereby  in- 
volved. On the other hand, if rain 
came the outfit might be delayed 
indefinitely. Mice would be work- 
ing. The bundles might not again 
be in such good condition all fall. 
Stubble yxrazing and fall plowing 
would be held up. Custom stook 
teams spread weeds over the land. 
In the stcok threshing season, 
threshertnen are impatient of the 
delays caused by for mind to clean 
separators or even racks. Men and 
teams were available. It was de- 
cided to stack. When the rain came 
on Saturday night, September 23, 
what a grand and glorious feeling to 
know that the 2,000 bushels of oats 
were safe! The feeling grew as the 
rainy weather continued, being tem- 
pered only by sympathy for those 
who, for one reason or another, still 
had stooks in the field. Do our best 
to avoid them and there are still 
many chances in farming, but it pays 
to play safe when we can. Insur-

ing that from about a third of an 
acre of the rye planted last Septem- 
ber on potato ground he threshed 
900 pounds. If his estimate of the 
acreage is correct, this would be 48 
bushels per acre. One wonders what 
a moist season would produce! The 
dry weather pulled down the potato 
crop, but from two acres he man- 
aged to sell 100 sacks, besides re- 
taining enough for food and seed. 
Cutworms were troublesome there as 
in districts farther south, cleaning 
up whole patches of carrots and some 
other crops. Even the more for- 
tunate zones are not immune to this 
pest!

Rabbit Protection 


“Will the rabbits run this winter?” 
was an old question of the fur trader 
and trapper, who saw in them food 
for fur-bearing animals. The hnorti- 
culturist asks the question too. 
Snowshoe rabbits are pests of fruit 
trees and shrubbery. Cats and dogs 
do something to keep them down. 
Shooting helps a little, poisoning may 
be practised, and trapping is of some 
avail, but when they become really 
numerous they ore as hard to resist 
as the German army. 

Certain repellents such as. sui- 
phonated oil have been used with a 


measure of success, but the mess is 
not easy to prepare and apply. 
Smearing susceptible trees lightly 


with axle grease has been recom- 
mended, but care must be taken not 
to injure the bark; and the Sub- 
station’s former gardener, J. H. 
Crossley, conc luded™ that axle grease 
only lubricated Brer Rabbit's jaws! 
Wrapping clean-boled tiees with 
building paper to a hcight well above 
snow line is fairly effective, but is 


of no little expense and _ trouble. 
Besides, in a northern clime few 
species grow trunks that may be 


thus protected. 

Rabbit-proof fencing is the surest 
protection and needs to be erected 
before frost ane cold weather im- 
pede operations. Hexagonal two- 
inch-mesh poultry netting has been 
commonly used and when erected 
for good on posts, say 12 feet apart. 
it is fairly effective if properly 
stretched and hung. But when 
taken up, re-rolled and stored a few 
times, it is liable to be injured so 
that hungry rabbits find weak places 
here and there, working their heads 
through the occasional mesh. Where 
the head goes the body follows. As 
a matter of fact, a young rabbit 
trapped in mid-September and con- 
fined in a cage of 2-inch mesh net- 
ting went through “like nobody's 
business but his own.” 

From past experience the Beaver- 
lodge Substation does not feel any 
too safe with two-inch-mesh netting, 
particularly if it has te be taken 
| dawn for summer, stored and re- 

rected. Inch-and-a-half netting 60 
or perhaps 72 inches wide would be 
the real thing, but at prices locally 
quoted this would cost 14 or 15 cents

wail: it is doubtful whether a fuil- 
grown one would not have soon 
broken goal. This fence would have 
been available locally at about ten 
cents per lineal foot, but besides 
having too wide a spacing it is not 
high enough and would probably 
become buried in drifts. 

While two-inch-mesh  nettin 
might do for fences where it coul 
remain from year to year, we have 


been looking for something more 
feasible for portable fencing, and 
have considered five-foot panels 


made of 12-inch boards cleated to- 
gether and wired to posts. At local 
guetations such a fence could be 
constructed at a lumber cost of nine 
or ten cents per lineal foot, and when 
not in use the paneis could be com- 
pactly stacked. One question is, 
would it keep its head above ‘*- 
drifts? 

If but an ceccasional rabbit finds 
its way into an orchard it may be 
run uwown with cats, dogs or fire- 
arms, for a chased rabbit seldow has 
wit enough to go out where it has 
entered. However, if the intruders 
are plentiful, they may do consider- 
able damage before they are killed. 
And they get more persistent as the 
winter wears on. 

Planters who cannot fence their 
premises may find it worth their 
while to protect individual speci- 
mens with building paper or in- 
verted boxes. It.is tragic to have a 
tree representing the attention of 
years girdled in a night. If a tree is 
worth planting it is worth protecting 
from mice and rabbits. 

As for mice, autumn mounding 
with earth about the base of the 
tree followed by trampling of the 
first snow just around the trunk is 
usually adequate. Wrapping with 
building paper and then mounding 
a little is still better. Do not use 
tarpaper. It may. induce sunscald. 
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Can't Find Samples of Low-Grade 
Wheat 


Although shorthanded on account 
of war enlistment, Mr. J. Pike, of 
the Edmonton office of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, is again keep- 
ing faith on behalf of the Board by 
making a quick tour of the North 
collecting Peace River wheat to be 
included in the Grain Standards 
samples. Arriving by train on Sep- 
tember 26, he visi Dawson Creek 
ahd points southeast, calling at the 
Substation after supper on the 
twenty-seventh, having fought mud 
all the way along. 

Mr. Pike does not think much of 
our roads but is pleased with the 
1939 wheat crop as threshed to date, 
though pointing out that there will 
be three conditions of wheat, i.e., 
that threshed before the weather 
broke at the end of August, that 
threshed in September, and _ that 
which awaits October threshing. A 
certain amount of bran bleaching is 
noticed in the September threshing 
and a good deal more may be ex- 
pected in the late threshing, asso- 
ciated possibly with frosting if the 
soaked grain is exposed to hard frost 
before it dries (this is written Sep- 
tember 28). There is a good deal of 
piebald this year in Red Bobs and 
other varieties, due to excessive 
starchiness or perhaps one should 
say to deficiency of protein, Starchi- 
ness is more serious than mere 
bleaching and can be distinguished 
from it. When in doubt one need 
oniy cut a_ kernel. A completely 
starchy sample would drop to 4° but 
1° may contain 35 per cent starchy 
kernels if otherwise sound and well 
matured, while a 2° may contain 50 
per cent of starchy kernels. 

So far as Mr. Pike’s observations 
had gone, Red Bobs seemed the 
predominant variety, having dis- 
placed much of the Garnet and Re- 
ward. In spite of some piebald, Red 
Bobs is grading surprisingly well 
this year, a good proportion of the 
early-threshed samples making 1° 
and the buik of them 2°, with a little 
falling to 3°. As the late-threshed 
crop and that from the wooded areas 
comes to market the average grade 
made be expected to decline some- 
what. 

He had not found so very much 
Reward but much of what was seen 
went down to 2° on account of 
greenish or bronzy kernels, Most of 
the Thatcher was running 2°, show- 
ing the bronzy tint of Reward as well 
as its own characteristic greyish 
shade. 

Mr. Pike notices a big decrease in 
the proportion of Garnet. Less than 
20 per cent of it grades 1 C.W., most 
going 2 C.W., and a little of it 3 C.W. 
There is evidence of too much green 
cutting of Garnet as well as a little 
piebald and a good deal of bleaching. 

Hie is again pleased, as he was last 
year, to note the scant amount of 
degrading from Garnet admixture, 
indicating that the timely and 
pointed warnings are still having 
their effect. Thus far on his trip he 
had found only one sample of North - 
ern wheat with enough Garnet ker- 
nels to put it down to 3°. 

Most of the oats are running 
heavily to green kernels on account 
of second growth. One sample of 
No. 3 Feed weighed 22 pounds to the 
bushel.

AERONAUTICAL 
TIT-BITS 


By J. W. Neil 
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STUNTING—THEN AND NOW 
By MecScotch 


(In this article, specially written 
fo. Air Review, McScotch, a distin- 
guished war pilot, anc now well- 
known as @ newspaper corresnon- 
dent, compares the flying tecaiique 
of war-time and present-day Royal 
Air Force pilots. he book, “Fighter 
Pilot.” in which MeScotch relates his 
war experiences, has had a wide 
sale and is of absorbing interest.) 

After an cighteen years’ absence 
from flying the two features of 
modern service flying that have im- 
pressed me most are the ability and 
' precision of the pilots and the per- 

formance of the machines. By the 

former I do not mean to cast any 
aspersions on the war pilot, for in 
those hectic days many pilots as- 
sumed an even greater mastery over 
their machines in a few months than 
many do now in a similar number of 
years; I mean the particularly high 
standard of both individual and 
formation fying that is attained by 
the Air *orce Squadrons in compari- 
son wich the meagre training the 

majority received in 1915-1918. 

Until the middle of 1917 only a 

small minority, even of scout pilots, 

had ever loopeci, rolled, or spun a 

machine before they went to France. 

All that was required wrs that they 
could fly reasonably straight and 

land without damaging an under- 
carriage or tail skid. There were, of 
| course, many enthusiastic trainers 

who delighted not only in stunting 
but im the mastery of flying which 
evolutions gave them. 

The first I knew of organized 
stunting as a means of education was 
in No. 1 Reserve Squadron, known 
later as Major Smith Barry’s Flying 
Training School. There, quite apart 
from being allowed and encouraged 
to stunt (even in defiance of the 
regulations), the outstanding feature 
of the training was the way pupils 
were taught how to get out of all 
sorts of difficulties. 

il was fortunate in being one of the 
first pupils under the Smith Barry 
System and in having Capt. Duncan 
Bell Irving as Flight Commander. 
Foote and Vincent were the other 
Flight Commanders. The _ principle 
employed was based roughly on the 
fact that any pisot could stunt by 
rule of thumb but that the only 
fighter pilot worth while in a war 
was the one who could place his 
machine in any position in the air 
and when, when the machine stalled, 
spun, sideslipped or otherwise be- 
came _ temporarily uncontrollable, 
would automatically do the right 
thing to regain control immediately. 

The precision part of the training 
Was unconscious; it followed natur- 
ally and was, in the greatest part, 
due to stunting below 2,000 feet. At 
heights above this it is and was diffi- 
cult for a pilot to know exactly how 
machine is behaving, but in close 


proximity to the ground every fault 
is immediately obvious. With light 
machines such as the Sopwith two- 
seater, Avro, or Bristol Scout there 
was little danger provided the pilot 
knew how to recover after making 
a mistake. Today, with much heavier 
service machines, greater speeds, and 
consequently much greater momenta, 
it is not possible to accept the risks 
we appeared to take. As far as 
actual flying ability is concerned, the 
modern service pilot has, therefore, 
to be trained to be much more ac- 
curate than in the war days. The 
de-celeration of a machine is much 
less, and at the usual speeds a mis- 
take of one second might cause an 
error of judgment of 80-90 yards 
compared with 30-40 yards in the 
case of the war-time machine. In 
addition, the extra momentum (even 
neglecting the possibility of black- 
out) makes the machine less amen- 
able to quick turns or recovery from 

a dive. 

Because of this the aerobatics I 
have seen being practised at R.A.F. 
stations and the scrap I have had 
against Gauntlets in the air have 
amply demonsiraied the high degree 
of war-perfertion that prevails. The 
staging of one spectacular event does 
not necessarily mean that the capa- 
bilities of the pilots taking part are 
| typical of the service. Country-wide 
~xhibitions as given on Empire Air 
"say employing hundreds of pilots 
and scores of complete flights and 
squadrons indicate most definitely 
that the nigh degree of efficiency 
achieved by individual stunt flights 
is practically universal throughout 
the Air Force. 

In the events I witnessed at differ- 
ent aerodromes, the ability of the 
individual pilots, both in formation 
flying and as solo stuntists, showed 
that the basis of efficient war- 
fighting is there. To be a “stunt 
merchant” is not everything, there is 
more to be learned of flying when 
|} manoeuvres go wrong than when 
| they are successful. My own experi- 


ence, particularly at Gosport, is that 
before precision f!ying can be per- 
| fected every conceivable mistake is 
made by the ordinary pilot These 
are the lucky ones, for during the 
war the pilot who had never made 
: mistake and who consequently | 
thought that flying in aerial combat | 
was equally simple, was usually the] 
irst to be downed This happened 
everal times to my knowledge

CHAMBERLAIN STATES 
BRITAIN’S WAR AIMS 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—Britain stands 
rea to examine any veace pro- 
Hitler makes, Dut “no mere 
assurances {xom the present govern- 
ment could be accepted by us, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain an- 
nounced in the Commons Tuesday. 

Britain and France, the Prime 
Minister said, will not be frightened 
by vague hints of collaboration by 
Germany and Russia into “abandon- 
ing the purpose for which we have 
entered upon this struggle.” 

“No mere assurances from the 

resent German government could 

a ted by us,” Mr. Chamberlain 
decla , “for that government have 
too often proved in the past that 
their undertakings are worthless 
when it suits them that they should 
be broken.” 

“Nobody desires the war to con- 
tinue for one unnecessary day, but 
the overwhelming mass of opinion in 
this country and France is deter- 
mined to secure that the rule of vio- 
lence shall cease and'that the words 
of government—vonce pledged-—must 
henceforth be kept,” Mr. Chamber- 
lain declared. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3. — Herbert 
Hoover expressed the belief that de- 
feat of Britain and France is im- 
possible. “If one surveys the whole 
front—sea, land, air and economic 
resources—I am convinced the Aliies 
can defend their crm:pires,” the former 
President of the United States said. 
“The end may be victery for them, 
At worst, it might be stalemate. I 
do not see any T-cssibility that it can 
be defeat.” 


LONDON, Oct. 4. — Any peace 
terms which Hitler puts forward, 
says The Times, must conform to two 
simple conditions—first, he must re- 
pair the damage done to Poland, and, 
secondly, he must give all Europe 
adequate assurances that the peace 
concluded will be durable and will 
not be disturbed by further threats 
of Nazi aggression. However, neither 
the word nor the bond of the present 


rulers of Germany constitutes any 
such assurance. They can be trusted 
no more. 


Mr. Chamberlain and his ministers 
will not ceject out of hand any pro- 
posals even from such discredited 
negotiators as Hitler and his asso- 
ciates. They will examine carefully 
to see whether they conform to 
Anglo-French requirements—restitu- 
tion of the independence of Poland 
and security for the future peace of 
Europe. 

“Proposals falling short of this,” 
says The Times, “give Hitler not the 
remotest chance of evading the con- 
flict he now so evidently dreads—- 
a fight against the full might of the 
British and French empires.” 

Tre Times Moscow correspondent 
says apparently the Russian govern- 
ment does not require Turkey to 
abandon altogether her pact with 
Britain and France. The Russians 
want a pact of mutual assistance 
with Turkey to enlarge the existing 
non-aggression pact and also to pre- 
vent war in the Balkans. The Turks 
have kept the British government 
fully informed of their negotiations. 

On the proposal made at the Pan- 
American conference at Panama to 
declare a whole “safety belt,” pro- 
hiditing belligerent activities off the 
coast of North and South America 
and extending 300 to 600 miles sea- 
ward, The Times points ovt: First, | 
that any action taken by the United 
States or other navy to enforce such 
prohibitions would have no sanction 
in international law, and, secondly, 
all American navies combined have 
not enough warships to undertake 
the necessary patrols.

OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
Director, “The Crop Testing Plan.” 


In spite of the unexpectedly large 
wheat crop this year, there are still 
southeastern Sas- 
katchewan and in _ sovtheastern 
Alberta where the farmers will 
unquestionat!y require considerable 
quantities of relief seed. This means 
that governments will have to pur- 
chase seed and make it available to 
wheat growers now in distress. 

The official classifications of some 
24,000 farmers’ samples made by the 
“Crop Testing Plan” during the past 
summer revealed that there are 
many farmers in the three provinces 
who have “Crop Testing Plan” “A,” 
or good true-to-variety, seed stocks 
of recommended varieties. The bulk 
of these farmers now have this good 
seed grain in their farm bins. It is 
to be hoped that these farmers will 
do their best not to sell these stocks 
to the elevator until they are abso- 
lutely obliged to do so, but will hold 
them back as long as possible in 
order to make this valuable seed 
available to their neighbors. 

It is sincerely to be hoped, too, 
that our Dominicn and provincial 
governments, when they require seed
